To the lay mind he Is limply 
a speedy "curving machine," and to tell 
tbe trotl), not more th«» one apectator in 
ten can tell the difference between a 
"curve" and a Mrateht ball. Tbejt do not 
see 'he quick "break" 14 tbe air, eight or 
ten feet ahead of tbe busman, or the wide 
carting aweep which carries It away from 
the bat and outside tbe plate. They have 
beard about eucb thing) and believe them, 
but their eyes are not trained. 


I.lttle Joe Qalnn, of Ibe Bostons, was 


badly fooled In tie opening game with 
New [i'ork and heart a lump on hla head 
as large as a ben egg In con sequence) 
Rusie, tbe &ew 1 ork pitcher, drove the 
ball toward tbe plate with all Us strength: 
When fifteen feet distant it "broke" in tbe 
air and made directly for Joe 
He saw 


the "break" or "jump" as it Is sometimes 
called, and dropped to his knees to allow 
it to pass over bis bead. Be had no time, 
however, to take In the fact that with all 
its speed the ball bad In addition to tbe

rific force squarely on tbe side of the bead, 
and knocked him silly for a few moments 
Bat ball players do not mind little things 
like that.

Tim Keefe's "long suit' and both these 
pitchers, after a series of swift balls, will

ofxasIonB, the most experienced baftters 
will sometimes strike, while tbe ball is yet 
four or five feet away Irom tbe plate 


Every batter bas hie vagaries of eye- 


sljcbr. borne will lose [rack of an out- 
curve, but will kill an Insboot, which Is a 
far swifter ball. Others have no liking 
for Inshoots, but will paralyse an outcurve 
which comes over tbe plate. Hanlon, of 
tbe nttsburgs, Is one of the latter kind.
